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PREFACE 


Crime  In  Illinois— 1972  represents  the  fourth  consecutive  annual  report  since  the 
Illinois— Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program  began.  The  purpose  of  this  report  is 
to  augment  the  FBI  Annual  Report  —  Crime  In  The  United  States.  This  is 
accomplished  by  comparing  Illinois  offense  statistics  with  United  States  totals 
and  then  deepening  the  data  to  specific  jurisdictions,  including  detail  arrest 
information. 

This  annual  report  introduces  State— level  crime  statistical  data  as  reported  by 
the  960  law  enforcement  agencies  within  Illinois.  The  Statistical  data  from  the 
Illinois— Uniform  Crime  Reporting  system  for  1972  is  oriented  toward  specific 
statutes  in  contrast  to  the  National  Program.  However,  l-UCR  statistical  data  is 
easily  translated  to  the  FBI-UCR  Program  offense  classifications  which  is 
normally  done  by  each  agency  on  the  FBI-UCR  Program  and  is  now 
accomplished  centrally  by  the  Crime  Studies  Section. 

In  1974  the  Crime  Studies  Section  will  be  publishing  a  quarterly  report  entitled, 
Illinois  Crime  Trends.  This  publication,  Crime  In  Illinois  will  continue  annually 
and  a  new  annual  report;  entitled,  Illinois  Crime  Digest  will  be  published  to 
comprehensively  document  offense,  arrest  and  related  data  by  Statute  and 
jurisdiction.

INTRODUCTION 


Background 


The  FBI-Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program  provides  a 
nationwide  view  of  crime  based  on  the  voluntary  submis- 
sion of  police  statistics  by  local  law  enforcement  agencies 
throughout  the  country,  and  is  an  outgrowth  of  a  need  for 
a  national  and  uniform  compilation  of  law  enforcement 
statistics.  The  national  program  of  collection  of  crime 
counts  was  initiated  in  1930  by  the  Committee  on  Uniform 
Crime  Records  of  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of 
Police  (IACP).  In  that  same  year,  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation  (FBI)  was  designated  by  Congressional  Act  as 
the  national  clearinghouse  for  statistical  information  on 
crime. 

Crime  reports  are  solicited  from  law  enforcement  agencies 
throughout  the  Nation  based  on  uniform  classifications  and 
procedure  of  reporting.  Information  regarding  crime  is 
available  to  law  enforcement  in  a  variety  of  data  spheres, 
e.g.,  offenses,  arrests,  prosecutions,  convictions  and  con- 
finements. With  the  view  to  providing  as  complete  a  picture 
of  crime  in  the  United  States  as  possible,  the  Committee  on 
Uniforjn  Crime  Records  of  the  IACP  chose  to  obtain  data 
from  the  sphere  of  offenses  known  to  police.  Greater 
numbers  of  these  data  were  available  than  in  any  other 
category  of  reportable  crime  information.  A  meaningful 
overview  of  crime  could  be  obtained  from  examination  of 
seven  offenses  which  were  selected  because  of  their 
seriousness,  frequency  in  occurrence,  and  likelihood  of 
being  reported  to  police.  These  offenses,  known  as  the 
Crime  Irudex  offenses,  are  murder,  forcible  rape,  robbery, 
aggravated  assault,  burglary,  larceny  $50  and  over,  and  auto 
theft.  To  provide  for  uniformity  nationwide  in  the  report- 
ing of  these  offenses,  standardized  definitions  were 
adopted.  This  standardization  was  necessary  to  overcome 
the  variations  in  definitions  of  criminal  violations  among 
the  states  and  localities.  Reporting  agencies  are  required  to 
interpret  local  criminal  acts  and  law  violations  in  the 
context  of  these  definitions  prior  to  submission  of  their 
counts  to  the  FBI.  Because  of  the  differences  among  the 
state  codes,  there  is  no  possibility  in  a  program  such  as  this 
to  distinguish  between  crimes  by  designation  such  as 
"felony"  or  "misdemeanor". 

The  Committee  on  Uniform  Crime  Records  of  the  IACP, 
continues  to  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  FBI  in  the 
operation  of  this  Program.  In  this  connection,  the  Field 
Service  Division  of  the  IACP  is  also  playing  an  active  and 
effective  part  in  quality  control  through  surveys  of  police 
records  and  crime  reporting  systems.  Dr.  Peter  P.  Lejins, 
Director,  Institute  of  Criminal  Justice  and  Criminology, 
University  of  Maryland,  College  Park,  Maryland,  continues 
as  a  consultant  to  the  FBI  in  the  conduct  of  this  Program. 

The  National  Sheriff's  Association  (NSA)  in  June,  1966, 
established  a  Committee  on  Uniform  Crime  Records  to 
serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  NSA  membership  and 
the  national  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program.  The 
Committee  actively  encourages  sheriffs  throughout  the 
country  to  fully  participate  in  this  important  Program. 


Committees  on  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  within  the  state 
law  enforcement  associations  are  active  in  providing  service 
by  promoting  interest  in  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
Program,  fostering  more  widespread  and  more  intelligent 
use  of  uniform  crime  statistics,  and  by  lending  assistance  to 
contributors  when  the  need  exists. 

In  recent  years,  the  FBI  has  actively  assisted  individual 
states  in  the  development  of  statewide  uniform  crime 
reporting  programs  compatible  with  the  national  system. 
These  state  statistical  programs  provide  the  advantage  of 
increased  coverage  of  law  enforcement  agencies  due  to 
mandatory  reporting  requirements.  The  state  systems  also 
can  provide  direct  and  frequent  service  to  law  enforcement 
agencies  in  assuring  completeness  and  quality  of  informa- 
tion provided  by  them.  Through  coordination  by  the  state 
collection  agency,  the  data  is  available  for  the  use  of  the 
state,  and  the  collection  and  reporting  machinery  for  the 
national  Program  is  substantially  streamlined. 

With  the  development  of  state  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
Programs,  the  FBI  ceases  collection  of  data  directly  from 
individual  law  enforcement  agencies  within  the  state. 
Completed  information  from  these  agencies  is  forwarded  to 
the  national  Program  through  the  state  Uniform  Crime 
Reporting  collection  agency.  There  are  14  states  now 
operating  state  Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Programs.  These 
include  California,  Kentucky,  Rhode  Island,  Illinois,  Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan,  Minnesota,  New  Jersey,  Nebraska,  Flor- 
ida, Wisconsin,  West  Virginia,  North  Carolina  and  Delaware. 
Several  other  states  are  in  various  stages  of  development. 
The  conditions  under  which  these  systems  are  developed 
provide  for  consistency  and  comparability  in  the  data 
submitted  to  the  national  program  and  also  permit  regular 
and  timely  reporting  of  the  national  crime  data.  These 
conditions  are:  (1 )  The  State  Program  must  conform  to  the 
national  Uniform  Crime  Reports  standards,  definitions  and 
information  required.  This,  of  course,  does  not  prohibit  the 
state  from  collecting  other  statistical  data  beyond  the 
national  collection.  (2)  The  state  agency  must  have  a 
proven,  effective,  mandatory,  statewide  program  and  have 
instituted  acceptable  quality  control  procedures.  (3)  Cover- 
age within  the  state  by  a  state  agency  must  at  least  be  equal 
to  that  attained  by  Uniform  Crime  Reports.  (4)  The  state 
agency  must  have  adequate  field  staff  assigned  to  assist 
local  units  in  record  practices  and  crime  reporting  proce- 
dures. (5)  The  state  agency  must  furnish  to  the  FBI  all  of 
the  detailed  data  regularly  collected  by  the  FBI  in  the  form 
of  duplicate  returns,  computer  printouts,  and/or  magnetic 
tape.  (6)  The  state  must  have  the  proven  capability  (tested 
over  a  period  of  time)  to  supply  all  the  statistical  data 
required  to  the  FBI  in  time  to  meet  national  Uniform 
Crime  Reports  publication  deadlines.  (7)  The  FBI  will 
continue  its  internal  procedures  of  verifying  and  reviewing 
individual  agency  reports  for  both  completeness  and  qual- 
ity. (8)  The  FBI  will  continue  to  have  direct  contact  with 
individual  reporting  units  within  the  state  where  necessary 
in    connection    with    crime    reporting    matters,    but    will 
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coordinate  such  contacts  with  the  state  agency.  (9)  Upon 
request,  the  FBI  will  continue  its  training  programs  within 
the  state  with  respect  to  police  records  and  crime  reporting 
procedures.  For  mutual  benefit  these  will  be  coordinated 
with  the  state  agency.  (10)  Should  circumstances  develop 
whereby  the  state  agency  cannot  provide  the  data  required 
by  the  national  Program,  the  FBI  will  reinstitute  a  direct 
collection  of  Uniform  Crime  Reports  from  police  units 
within  the  state. 

Objectives  of  Uniform  Crime  Reporting- 
National  Program 

The  fundamental  objective  of  the  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
Program  is  to  produce  a  reliable  set  of  criminal  statistics  on 
a  national  basis  for  use  in  law  enforcement  administration, 
operation  and  management.  This  compiled  data  is  also 
intended  for  use  by  other  professionals  and  scholars  with  an 
interest  in  the  crime  problem.  At  the  same  time,  this 
information  is  important  for  the  general  consumption  of 
the  public  as  an  indicator  of  the  crime  factor  in  society. 

The  means  utilized  to  attain  these  objectives  are: 

(1)  To  measure  the  extent,  fluctuation,  distribution  and 
nature  of  serious  crime  in  the  United  States  through 
presentation  of  data  on  seven  Crime  Index  offenses. 

(2)  To  measure  the  total  volume  of  serious  crime  known  to 
police. 

(3)  To  show  the  activity  and  coverage  of  law  enforcement 
agencies  through  arrest  counts  and  police  employee 
strength  data. 

Recent  Developments  in  Uniform 
Crime  Reporting 

Collection  of  traffic  enforcement  data  by  the  national 
Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program  was  discontinued  during 
1972.  This  decision  upon  advisement  of  the  Committee  on 
Uniform  Crime  Records  of  the  IACP  was  made  in  that  this 
information  is  in  part  duplicative  of  broader  and  more 
detailed  collections  made  at  the  state  level  and  by  the 
National  Safety  Council. 

Since  1958  "larceny  $50  and  over  in  value"  has  been  a 
Crime  Index  offense.  The  problem  of  dollar  valuation  of 
larceny  has  been  the  subject  of  discussion  in  the  Committee 
on  Uniform  Crime  Records  meetings  since  1963.  During 
recent  years,  the  Committee  has  considered  modification  in 
the  definition  of  this  offense  due  to  problems  of  evaluation 
of  stolen  property  and  inflation  factors  in  the  $50  value 
which  is  basic  to  the  definition  of  this  offense.  The 
Committee  and  the  FBI  have  had  mutual  concern  in  this 
matter  and  have  jointly  discussed  a  variety  of  possible 
solutions  including  increasing  the  dollar  valuation  from  $50 
to  some  higher  dollar  value.  This  suggestion  was  seen  as 
only  a  temporary  solution  to  the  problem.  In  the  latter  part 
of  1972  consideration  by  the  FBI,  the  Committee,  the 
operating  state  program,  and  several  large  city  police 
departments    resulted    in    the    adoption   of   TOTAL    LAR- 
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CENY  as  a  replacement  for  the  Crime  Index  offense  of 
"larceny  $50  and  over  in  value".  This  new  classification  will 
include  the  total  number  of  larceny-theft  offenses  known 
to  police  without  regard  to  value. 

In  the  interest  of  maintaining  comparability  of  data  in  this 
larceny  classification,  contributing  agencies  will  continue 
reporting  larceny  offenses  with  the  $50  breakdown  and  will 
also  report  total  larceny-theft. 

Illinois-Uniform  Crime  Reporting  Program 

In  Illinois,  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  crime  reporting 
system  was  authorized  by  the  76th  General  Assembly,  set 
forth  by  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  Chapter  38,  Section 
206-8,  quoted  below: 

"206-8.  Crime  Statistics,  par.  8.  The  Department 
(The  Department  of  Law  Enforcement)  shall  be  a 
central  repository  and  custodian  of  crime  statistics 
for  the  State  and  it  shall  have  all  power  incident 
thereto  and  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 
including  the  power  to  demand  and  receive  cooper- 
ation in  the  submission  of  crime  statistics  from  all 
units  of  government."  (page  1707) 

Implementation  of  the  l-UCR  Program  was  effective  Jan- 
uary 1,  1972. 

The  Crime  Index 

The  crime  index  developed  by  the  IACP  early  in  the  UCR 
Program  consists  of  Murder,  Forcible  Rape,  Robbery, 
Aggravated  Assault,  Burglary,  Larceny  $50  and  Over  in 
Value  and  Auto  Theft.  These  crimes  were  selected  because 
as  a  group,  they  are  either  serious  crimes  by  their  nature  or 
they  represent  a  large  volume  of  offenses  that  occur. 

Offenses  of  murder,  forcible  rape,  robbery  and  aggravated 
assault  are  categorized  as  VIOLENT  CRIMES.  Offenses  of 
burglary,  larceny  $50  and  over  and  auto  theft  are  classed  as 
CRIMES  AGAINST  PROPERTY. 

The  Crime  Rate  is  defined  as  the  Crime  Index  per  100,000 
population.  The  crime  index  is  illustrated  below  followed 
by  an  example  of  calculating  the  Crime  Rate*.

Crime  Factors 

The  law  enforcement  community  can  only  deal  with  those 
factors  under  its  control,  whereas,  other  agencies  must  deal 
with  the  entire  problem  of  contributing  factors  which  lead 
to  crime. 

The  factors  which  influence  crime  rates  are  dependent  upon 
many  characteristics  of  the  community  and  therefore,  when 
attempting  to  interpret  the  crime  statistics  presented  herein 
one  should  be  aware  of  the  social  structure  and  the  factors 
that  lead  to  or  cause  criminal  behavior.  The  factors  below 
are  taken  from  the  FBI  annual  report  -  CRIME  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

1 .  Density  and  size  of  the  community  population  and  the 
metropolitan  area  of  which  it  is  a  part. 

2.  Composition  of  the  population  with  reference  particu- 
larly to  age,  sex  and  race. 

3.  Economic  status  and  mores  of  the  population. 

4.  Relative  stability  of  population,  including  commuters, 
seasonal  and  other  transient  types. 

5.  Climate,  including  seasonal  weather  conditions. 

6.  Education,  recreational,  religious  characteristics. 

7.  Effective  strength  of  the  police  force. 

8.  Standards  governing  appointments  to  the  police  force. 

9.  Policies  of  the  prosecuting  officials  and  the  courts. 

10.  Attitude  of  the  public  toward  law  enforcement  prob- 
lems. 

11.  The  administrative  and  investigative  efficiency  of  the 
local  law  enforcement  agency,  including  the  degree  of 
adherence  to  crime  reporting  standards. 

The  reader  should  be  aware  of  these  factors  when  com- 
paring one  community  with  another  to  avoid  coming  to 
erroneous  conclusions. 


Victimization 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  statistical  information 
presented  herein  represents  offenses  known  to  the  police 
and  does  not  reflect  the  actual  number  of  crimes  that 
occurred  in  the  reporting  period. 

Many  crimes  occur  which  are  not  reported  to  the  police  for 
one  reason  or  another.  Crimes  reported  to  prosecutors 
usually  do  not  show  up  in  the  police  statistics.  And  citizens 
often  do  not  report  crimes  to  the  police. 

Since  better  crime  prevention  and  control  programs  depend 
upon  a  full  and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  amount  and 
extent  of  crime,  the  President's  Commission  on  Law 
Enforcement  and  Administration  of  Justice,  initiated  the 
first  national  survey  ever  made  of  crime  victimization.  The 
National  Opinion  Research  Center  of  the  University  of 
Chicago  surveyed  10,000  households,  asking  whether  the 
person  questioned,  or  any  member  of  his  or  her  household 
had  been  a  victim  of  crime  during  the  past  year,  whether 
the  crime  had  been  reported  and,  if  not,  the  reasons  for  not 
reporting.  More  detailed  surveys  were  undertaken  in  a 
number  of  high  and  medium  crime  rate  precincts  of 
Washington,  Chicago  and  Boston  by  the  Bureau  of  Social 
Science  Research  of  Washington,  D.  C,  and  the  Survey 
Research  Center  of  the  University  of  Michigan.  All  of  the 
surveys  dealt  primarily  with  households  of  individuals, 
although  some  data  was  obtained  for  certain  kinds  of 
businesses  and  other  organizations. 

These  surveys  show  that  the  actual  amount  of  crime  in  the 
United  States  today  is  several  times  that  reported  in  the 
Federal-UCR.  The  amount  of  personal  injury  crime  re- 
ported to  the  National  Opinion  Research  Center  was  almost 
twice  the  UCR  rate  for  individuals.  Forcible  rapes  were 
more  than  3-1/2  times  the  reported  rate,  burglaries  three 
times,  aggravated  assaults  and  larcenies  of  $50  and  over 
more  than  double,  and  robbery  50  percent  greater  than  the 
reported  rate.  Only  vehicle  theft  was  lower  and  then  by  a 
small  amount. 

In  view  of  the  above,  the  best  source  for  obtaining  crime 
data  is  from  crimes  known  to  the  police.  The  crimes  used  in 
the  crime  index  (murders  and  nonnegligent  manslauter, 
forcible  rape,  robbery,  aggravated  assault,  burglary,  larceny 
$50  and  over  and  auto  theft)  are  those  considered  to  be  the 
most  consistently  reported  to  police  and  consequently  the 
computations  of  crime  trends  and  crime  rates  are  prepared 
using  offenses  reported  to  the  police. 

Bomb  Summary,  FBI-UCR,  National 
Bomb  Data  Center 

The  nature  and  magnitude  of  bombing  incidents  that 
became  known  to  the  FBI  during  calendar  year,  1972, 
furnish  an  indication  as  to  the  social  attitudes  existing  in 
our  country  —  particularly,  as  evidenced  by  the  anarchial 
and  disruptive  activities  of  certain  elements  in  our  society. 
Actual  and  attempted  bombings  are  crimes  of  violence 
regardless  of  the  basic  motive  —  durress,  fear,  hate,  injury, 
death,  and/or  the  destruction  of  property.

BOMBING  INCIDENTS  BY  TARGET  AND 
APPARENT  MOTIVE 


Two  thousand  six  hundred  thirteen  devices  were  used  in 
connection  with  the  1,962  bombing  incidents,  Forty-one 
percent  of  1,075  were  explosive  in  nature,  while  59  percent 
of  1 ,538  were  incendiary. 

Twenty-five  deaths  and  176  injuries  were  reported  to  have 
occurred  as  a  result  of  bombing  incidents.  The  total  value 
of  property  damaged  due  to  bombings  was  $7,991,815. 

Forty-three  percent  of  all  bombing  matters  occurred  in 
cities  over  250,000  population.  California  led  the  Nation  in 
number  of  incidents  with  545  or  28  percent  of  the  total. 
The  Western  Region  experienced  776  or  40  percent  of  the 
1,962  bombing  incidents  (see  illustration  below). 

Seventy-eight  percent  of  all  bombings  occurred  between 
6:01  p.m.  and  6:00  a.m.  Forty-three  percent  of  842 
incidents  occurred  between  6:01  p.m.  and  midnight,  and  35 
percent  or  686  occurred  between  12:01  a.m.  and  6:00  a.m.

LAW  ENFORCEMENT  TARGETS  -  ILLINOIS 

On  July  30,  1972,  an  abandoned  vehicle  was  discovered 
within  six  feet  of  the  East  St.  Louis,  Illinois,  Police 
Department.  A  search  of  the  vehicle  revealed  a  cardboard 
box  containing  clothing,  and  two,  one-half  gallon  con- 
tainers with  shredded  paper  surrounding  them.  Mixed  in 
with  the  paper  were  73  shotgun  shells.  Attached  to  the 
containers  were  two  pipe  bombs,  12  to  14  inches  in  length. 
The  bombs  held  timing  devices  constructed  of  batteries  and 
pocket  watches  set  for  six-thirty  o'clock.  The  explosive 
devices  were  successfully  dismantled.  The  vehicle  was 
determined  to  have  been  stolen  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  on 
July  26,  and  later  used  in  an  armed  robbery  of  a  currency 
exchange  at  East  St.  Louis  on  July  28. 

In  August  of  1972,  the  headquarters  of  the  Streator, 
Illinois,  Police  Department  was  attacked  by  means  of  a  pipe 
bomb.  The  bomb,  containing  black  powder,  was  detonated 
in  the  alley  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  The  explosion 
caused  one  broken  window  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
police  department  and  damaged  exterior  walls.  Merchandise 
from  a  glass  and  mirror  company  immediately  across  the 
alley  from  the  police  department  was  also  destroyed.  There 
were  no  injuries  as  a  result  of  this  attack  and  no  suspects 
were  identified.

In  May,  a  Chicago,  Illinois,  Police  Department  patrolman, 
white  male,  30  years  old  observed  three  suspicious  subjects 
behind  a  jewelry  store,  approached  them,  and  allegedly  was 
fatally  wounded  once  in  the  abdomen  with  a  .22  caliber 
pistol  by  the  subjects.  Investigation  revealed  that  the 
subjects  apparently  intended  to  rob  the  store.  The  officer 
returned  fire  and  wounded  one  subject,  a  Negro  male,  20 
years  old,  in  the  arm  and  leg.  He  was  arrested  along  with 
the  other  two  subjects,  Negro  males,  both  20  years  old. 

In  June,  the  Rockford,  Illinois,  Police  Department  advised 
that  a  white  male  patrolman,  28  years  old,  was  shot  and 
killed  with  a  .22  caliber  handgun  while  pursuing  a  subject  in 
an  armed  robbery.  The  victim  officer  and  his  partner 
located  the  car  which  was  suspected  of  being  used  in  the 
robbery  and  the  victim  officer  detained  the  driver.  The 
subject  allegedly  produced  a  pistol  and  fired  four  shots  at 
the  victim  officer.  The  second  officer  wounded  the  subject. 
The  subject,  a  Negro  male,  22  years  old,  was  arrested 
shortly  thereafter  by  other  officers.  The  victim  officer  died 
the  next  day  from  his  wounds. 

In  November,  the  Illinois  Bureau  of  Investigation  advised 
that  a  narcotics  investigator,  a  white  male,  30  years  old,  was 
fatally  attacked  while  enroute  to  work.  The  officer's  body 
was  found  in  his  vehicle  with  multiple  stab  wounds  and  his 
throat  cut  from  ear  to  ear.  The  officer's  service  revolver  was 
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still  in  his  holster.  A  white  male  subject,  25  years  old,  was 
subsequently  apprehended  and  charged  with  this  killing. 
The  subject  had  previously  been  arrested  by  the  victim 
officer  on  a  drug  charge. 

A  total  of  112  local,  county,  and  state  law  enforcement 
officers  were  killed  in  the  United  States  due  to  felonious 
criminal  action  in  1972.  This  number  is  less  than  the  1971 
figure  when  126  law  enforcement  officers  were  slain. 
During  the  ten-year  period,  1963-1972,  786  officers  were 
killed.  The  average  number  of  law  enforcement  officers 
slain  was  79  a  year  during  the  period  1963-1972.  Specif- 
ically, there  were  55  officers  killed  in  1963;  57  in  1964;  53 
in  1965;  57  in  1966;  76  in  1967;  64  in  1968;  86  in  1969; 
100  in  1970;  126  in  1971;  and  112  in  1972. 


full-time  equivalent  criminal  justice  employees  of  all 
governments  are  employed  by  local  governments.  However, 
the  distribution  of  employees  at  each  level  of  government 
varies  for  each  activity.  In  general,  the  level  of  government 
which  expends  the  largest  amount  of  total  expenditure  for 
an  activity  also  employs  the  greatest  number  of  workers  for 
that  activity.  The  area  of  indigent  defense  is  an  exception 
to  this  pattern  due  to  the  extensive  use  of  private  counsel 
systems  whereby  fees  are  paid  private  counsel  to  defend 
indigent  clients  accused  of  crimes.  Therefore,  while  the 
Federal  Government  expends  the  largest  amount  on 
indigent  defense,  47.6  percent  of  the  total,  it  is  the  local 
governments  that  employ  the  greatest  number  of  employees 
in  this  activity,  70.5  percent  of  the  total  (Table  B). 


In  Illinois  a  total  of  51  officers  were  killed  since  1963. 
Specifically,  there  were  none  killed  in  1963;  1  in  1964;  1  in 
1965;  3  in  1966;  9  in  1967;  5  in  1968;  11  in  1969;  12  in 
1970;  6  in  1971;  and  3  in  1972.  There  were  5  officers  killed 
in  1973  as  of  November  5. 

Criminal  Justice  Expenditures  and 
Employment  Data:  1970-71, 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice,  Law 
Enforcement  Assistance  Administration 

Local  governments  continue  to  spend  more  than  the 
Federal  and  State  Governments  combined  for  all  criminal 
justice  activities.  Table  A  shows  that  local  governments 
accounted  for  63.0  percent  of  all  direct  criminal  justice 
expenditure  ($10,513  million),  while  State  governments 
contributed  25.5  percent  and  the  Federal  Government  11.5 
percent.  However,  when  each  activity  is  examined  sepa- 
rately, the  proportion  accounted  for  by  the  different  levels 
of  government  varies  throughout  the  criminal  justice 
system. 

Three  of  the  activities  —  police  protection,  judicial,  and 
legal  services  and  prosecution  are  supported  mainly  by  local 
governments;  the  Federal  Government  is  the  principal 
supporter  of  indigent  defense;  while  State  governments  are 
the  largest  supporters  of  correction  and  those  activities 
included  in  the  other  criminal  justice  sector  (see  Table  A).

FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT 

In  previous  years,  only  Federal  Government  agencies  which 
were  obviously  part  of  the  criminal  justice  system  were 
included  in  the  survey.  This  year,  however,  an  intensive 
effort  was  made  to  include  criminal  justice  activities 
conducted  by  agencies  not  previously  included  in  the 
survey. 

Owing  to  this  expanded  coverage  in  combination  with  the 
normal  yearly  changes,  the  amount  expended  on  the 
criminal  justice  system  by  the  Federal  Government  ($1,448 
million)  was  44.2  percent  larger  than  the  figure  for  the 
previous  fiscal  year.  Over  two-fifths  ($174  million)  of  the 
additional  Federal  expenditure  was  accounted  for  by  the 
other  criminal  justice  sector,  comprised  mostly  of  Law 
Enforcement  Assistance  Administration  (LEAA)  expendi- 
tures. LEAA  total  expenditure  rose  from  $65  million  in 
fiscal  year  1969-70  to  $233  million  in  fiscal  year  1970-71. 

The  number  of  full-time  equivalent  Federal  employees  in 
criminal  justice  activities  increased  accordingly  by  30.6 
percent  bringing  the  total  to  77,523  full-time  equivalent 
employees  in  October,  1971.  However,  the  increase  is  not 
accounted  for  by  additional  employees  in  the  other 
criminal  justice  sector,  but  rather  is  the  result  of  including 
employees  performing  police  protection  functions  in 
agencies  not  previously  covered  by  the  survey.  The  payroll 
amounts  for  all  Federal  criminal  justice  employees  totaled 
$83  million,  up  $16  million  or  23.0  percent  over  October, 
1970. 


Relationships  similar  to  those  found  for  expenditure  among 
the  levels  of  government  also  apply  to  the  employment 
situation.    Table    B    shows    that    two-thirds    of   the    total 


STATE  GOVERNMENTS 

State  governments  total  general  expenditure  in  fiscal  year 
1970-71    was  $89   billion.   Of  this  amount  just  under  $3 


billion  or  3.3  percent  was  expended  on  criminal  justice 
activities.  This  represents  an  increase  of  $653  million  or 
22.4  percent  in  criminal  justice  expenditure  over  the 
previous  fiscal  year. 

The  sector  showing  the  greatest  proportionate  increase  in 
expenditure  was  the  other  criminal  justice  sector  which 
spent  $1 13  million  (323.0  percent)  more  this  fiscal  year.  A 
large  portion  of  this  amount  was  accounted  for  by 
inter-governmental  payments  to  local  governments.  A  large 
relative  increase  (69  percent)  in  expenditure  also  occurred 
in  the  indigent  defense  sector.  As  in  previous  years, 
however,  the  correction  sector  still  accounts  for  nearly  half 
($1,387  million)  of  the  State  governments'  criminal  justice 
expenditures.  The  remaining  amount  $327  million  in  the 
judicial  sector;  $148  million  in  the  other  sector;  $109 
million  in  the  legal  services  and  prosecution  sector;  and  $17 
million  in  the  indigent  defense  sector. 


At  the  local  level,  expenditure,  employment  and  payrolls 
were  distributed  in  nearly  the  same  percentages  throughout 
the  various  sectors.  The  distribution  of  the  county 
government  direct  expenditure  ($2,152  million)  among  the 
sectors  was:  33.9  percent  for  police  protection,  30.0 
percent  for  judicial,  8.0  percent  for  legal  services  and 
prosecution,  1.9  percent  for  indigent  defense,  26.2  for 
correction,  and  0.1  percent  for  other  criminal  justice. 
Correspondingly,  in  October  1971,  the  193,011  full-time 
county  employees  in  the  criminal  justice  system  were 
distributed  throughout  the  sectors  as  follows:  35.7  percent 
in  the  police  sector,  29.2  percent  in  the  judicial  sector,  8.3 
percent  in  the  legal  services  and  prosecution  sector,  1.2 
percent  in  the  indigent  defense  sector.  25.5  percent  in  the 
correction  sector,  0.1  percent  in  the  other  sector.  Each 
sector  received  a  percentage  of  the  $143  million  county 
government  payroll  for  that  month  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  employees  in  that  sector. 


This  increase  in  expenditure  was  accompanied  by  an 
increase  in  criminal  justice  employment  and  payrolls.  The 
number  of  full-time  equivalent  employees  in  State  criminal 
justice  increased  19.5  percent  and  the  payrolls  increased 
22.6  percent  between  October  1970  and  October  1971. 

The  205,859  State  criminal  justice  employees  represent  8.7 
percent  of  the  total  2,368,714  full-time  equivalent  State 
employees.  These  State  criminal  justice  employees  received 
$165  million  in  salaries,  wages,  fees,  and  commissions  in  the 
month  of  October  1971.  The  payroll  for  each  sector  of  the 
system  was  roughly  proportionate  to  the  number  of 
employees  (51.5  percent  of  the  total  State  criminal  justice 
employees)  received  47.7  percent  of  the  total  State  payroll 
for  criminal  justice.  The  proportions  for  the  remaining 
sectors  were:  69,375  police  employees,  (33.7  percent) 
received  32.1  percent  of  the  payroll;  19,856  judicial 
employees  (9.6  percent)  received  14.1  percent  of  the 
payroll;  8,133  legal  services  and  prosecution  employees  (4.0 
percent)  received  4.9  percent  of  the  payroll;  1,465  other 
employees  (0.7  percent)  received  0.7  percent  of  the  payroll; 
the  985  indigent  defense  employees  (0.5  percent)  received 
0.5  percent  of  the  payroll. 

LOCAL  GOVERNMENTS-COUNTIES 
AND  MUNICIPALITIES 

Direct  criminal  justice  expenditure  by  local  governments 
amounted  to  $6,621  million  in  fiscal  year  1970-71.  The 
municipal  governments  outspent  the  county  governments 
on  criminal  justice  by  2  to  1  overall  ($4,468  million  to 
$2,152  million),  but  the  difference  can  be  attributed 
wholly  to  the  police  sector.  Municipal  governments  spent 
$3,758  million  on  police  protection;  more  than  county 
governments  spent  on  the  six  sectors  altogether.  Due  to  this 
concentration  of  municipal  expenditure  in  one  sector, 
county  governments  actually  spent  more  than  municipal 
governments  in  four  of  the  six  sectors:  Judicial  (645  million 
vs.  $266  million),  legal  services  and  prosecution  ($171 
million  vs.  $124  million),  indigent  defense  ($41  million  vs. 
$10  million),  and  corrections  ($564  million  vs.  $293 
million).  In  the  other  criminal  justice  sector,  the  municipal 
governments  spent  $18  million  compared  to  the  $2  million 
spent  at  the  county  level. 


The  same  relationship  among  expenditure,  employment, 
and  payroll  was  exhibited  at  the  municipal  level.  The 
distribution  of  the  municipal  government  direct 
expenditure  (4,468  million)  among  the  sectors  was:  84.1 
percent  for  police  protection,  6.0  percent  for  judicial,  2.8 
percent  for  legal  services  and  prosecution,  6.6  percent  for 
correction,  0.2  percent  for  indigent  defense,  and  0.4 
percent  for  other.  Similarly,  of  the  385,383  full-time 
equivalent  criminal  justice  employees  in  October  1971, 
86.6  percent  were  in  the  police  sector,  6.1  percent  in  the 
judicial  sector,  2.6  percent  in  the  legal  services  and 
prosecution  sector,  4.5  percent  in  the  correction  sector,  0.1 
percent  in  the  indigent  defense  sector,  and  0.1  percent  in 
the  other  sector.  The  payroll  for  the  month  of  October 
totaled  $324  million. 

Separate  data  are  available  for  the  312  county  governments 
with  a  1970  population  of  100,000  or  more,  and  the  384 
city  governments  with  a  1970  population  of  50,000  or 
more.  Together,  the  312  county  governments  accounted  for 
over  three-fourths  (1,654  million)  of  the  total  direct 
criminal  justice  expenditure  of  all  counties  in  the  United 
States.  These  counties  also  employed  138,401  (71.7 
percent)  of  the  total  full-time  equivalent  criminal  justice 
employees  at  the  county  level.  However,  only  57.1  percent 
of  the  total  United  States  population  live  within  these 
counties. 

Direct  criminal  justice  expenditure  by  the  384  city 
governments  amounted  to  $3,183  million  and  the  number 
of  full-time  equivalent  criminal  justice  employees  totaled 
257,268.  While  accounting  for  over  two-thirds  of  the 
criminal  justice  expenditure  and  employment  at  the 
municipal  level  of  government  (71  percent  and  67  percent 
of  the  total,  respectively),  these  384  cities  only  contained 
slightly  over  one-third  (35.6  percent)  of  the  total  United 
States  population. 


The  distribution  of  expenditure  and  employment 
throughout  the  various  sectors  in  the  312  counties  and  the 
384  cities  reflect  the  distribution  for  all  county 
governments  and  for  all  city  governments. 
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ILLINOIS-STATE  AND  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 
EXPENDITURES 

The  total  expenditures  by  the  State,  Counties  and 
Municipalities  for  all  functions  of  Criminal  Justice 
amounted  to  $543,051,000.  The  State  expenditures  were 
$142,892,000,  counties  expended  99,699,000  and 
municipalities  $300,460,000. 

Expenditures  for  police  protection  for  the  State  were 
$41 ,81 1 ,000  representing  29.3  percent  of  the  total  criminal 
justice  expenditure  for  the  State.  Counties  expended 
$22,417,000  or  22.5  percent  of  their  total  expenditures  for 
police  protection.  The  municipalities  expended 
$293,063,000  or  97.5  percent  of  their  total  criminal  justice 
expenditures  for  police  protection. 

Expenditures  for  the  judicial  process  for  the  State  were 
$21,615,000  or  15.1  percent  of  total  criminal  justice 
expenditures  at  this  level  of  government.  The  counties 
expended  $43,747,000  or  43.9  percent  of  their  total 
criminal  justice  expenditures  for  the  judicial  process. 
Municipalities  expended  $285,000  or  0.1  percent  of  their 
total  expenditures  for  criminal  justice  related  to  the 
judiciary. 

The  State  expended  $6,943,000  or  4.9  percent  of  the 
State's  total  criminal  justice  expenditures  for  legal  services 


and  prosecution.  Counties  expended  $10,383,000  or  10.4 
percent  of  their  total  criminal  justice  expenditures  for  legal 
services  and  prosecution.  Municipalities  expenditure  for 
legal  services  and  prosecution  were  $4,931,000  or  1.6 
percent  of  their  total  criminal  justice  expenditures. 

For  corrections,  the  State  expended  $62,311,000  or  43.6 
percent  of  the  total  criminal  justice  expenditures  at  the 
State  level.  The  counties  expended  $20,517,000  or  20.6 
percent  of  their  total  expenditures  for  criminal  justice  and 
the  municipalities  $1,744,000  or  0.6  percent  of  their  total. 

The  municipalities  expended  97.5  percent  of  their  total 
criminal  justice  expenditure  for  police  protection;  the 
counties  expended  43.9  percent  of  their  total  criminal 
justice  expenditures  for  the  judicial  process,  and  the  State 
expended  43.6  percent  of  their  total  criminal  justice 
expenditures  for  corrections.  The  high  for  legal  services  and 
prosecution  expenditures  were  with  the  counties 
representing  10.4  percent  of  their  total  criminal  justice 
expenditures.

The  detail  information  associated  with  the  trend  charts  is 
taken  directly  from  the  Illinois-Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
(l-UCR)  Program.  The  Crime  Index  for  Illinois  is  a 
translation  from  Illinois  Statutes  to  FBI-UCR  crime 
classifications  in  order  to  compare  index  crime  statistics 
with  the  FBI-UCR  Program.  The  figures  for  other  states  and 
National  totals  were  taken  from  Crime  In  The  United 
States- 1972,  published  annually  by  the  FBI. 

In  subsequent  publications  offense  and  arrest  statistical 
data  will  be  related  to  specific  Illinois  Statutes.  The  reason 
for  relating  law  enforcement  information  to  the  Illinois 
Statutes  is  to  measure  the  amount  and  extent  of  crime  in 
accordance  with  the  definition  of  the  offense.  For  example; 
Aggravated  Assault  as  defined  by  the  FBI-UCR  Programs 
includes.  Attempted  Murder,  Aggravated  Battery  and 
Aggravated  Assaults.  These  offenses  represent  different 
concepts  in  law  and  therefore  enforcement  data  should  be 
in  terms  of  the  definitions  provided  by  our  lawmakers. 

However,  in  order  to  relate  crime  information  to  the 
National  Program,  enforcement  statistics  must  be 
translated,  keeping  in  mind  what  Illinois  Criminal  Offenses 
are  contained  in  each  FBI-UCR  Index  Crime.  The  table 
below  illustrates  the  translation  table  used  to  convert  index 
offense  data  at  the  State  level  for  all  960  law  enforcement 
agencies  reporting  within  the  State.

Attempts  are  included  in  the  offense  data  for  each  offense 
classification  excepting  Attempted  Murder  which  is 
included  in  the  Aggravated  Assault  classification  of  the 
FBI-UCR  Program. 

In  Summary,  the  l-UCR  Program  accomplished  two  basic 
objectives;  viz.,  (1)  measures  the  amount  and  extent  of 
crimes  known  to  the  police  in  terms  of  legal  definitions 
understood  by  our  lawmakers.  Criminal  Justice  functions 
and  hopefully  the  general  public,  and  (2)  the  l-UCR 
Program  has  the  capability  of  translating  in  a  uniform 
manner  Illinois  criminal  law  enforcement  statistics  into  the 
National  Program  classification  system. 


Table  1,  presents  the  Crime  Index  and  Crime  Rate  for  all 
States,  for  comparison  purposes.  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and 
Texas  have  populations  comparable  to  Illinois.  Note  the 
crime  index  category  —  Murder  for  Texas  in  comparison  to 
Illinois. 


Chart  1  depicts  the  Total  Crime  Index  for  Illinois  compared 
to  the  United  States  over  the  last  seven  years.  All 
calculations  are  based  on  1965.  The  Crime  Rate  dipped  5 
percent  in  1972  over  the  previous  year  for  the  United 
States  and  increased  3  percent  in  Illinois  over  the  same 
period.  The  table  below  the  graph  presents  detail  data  for 
each  point  plotted  by  year.

Chart  2  illustrates  trends  in  Crimes  Against  Persons  or 
sometimes  referred  to  as  violent  crimes,  for  the  United 
States  and  Illinois.  The  rate  of  increase  for  the  United 
States  was  not  as  steep  in  1972  as  it  was  in  previous  years. 
However,  the  trend  in  Illinois  is  about  the  same.  The  table 
below  the  graph  provides  detail  data  for  each  point  plotted 
on  the  graphs. 


Crimes  Against  Property,  Chart  3,  shows  a  considerable 
decrease  in  the  Crime  Index  and  Crime  Rate  in  1972  over 
1971  with  Illinois  staying  relatively  constant.  The  Illinois 
trend  can  be  interpreted  to  mean  that  the  rate  of  increase  is 
down  relative  to  the  six  year  trend  line.  The  details  are 
presented  in  the  table  below  the  graph. 

Each  of  the  remaining  charts  are  constructed  identically 
and  should  not  require  further  discussion.  Table  1, 
following  Chart  10,  Auto  Theft,  is  a  summary  of  statistical 
data  presented  in  the  charts.

North  Central  Region 


This  section  of  Crime  In  Illinois— 1972  presents  crime 
statistical  data  at  the  State  level  in  comparison  with  the 
United  States,  North  Central  Region,  East  North  Central 
Region  and  Contiguous  states. 

The  North  Central  Region  of  the  United  States  consists  of; 
North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  Missouri,  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Ohio.  The 
other  seven  states  form  the  West  North  Central  Region.  The 
North  Central  Region  is  depicted  above. 

The  twelve-state  North  Central  Region  represents  a 
population  segment  of  57,552,000  people  or  approximately 
28  percent  of  the  U.  S.  population  and  24.2  percent  of  the 
U.  S.  Crime  Index  (murder,  rape,  robbery,  assault,  burglary, 
larceny  $50  and  over  and  auto  theft).  The  five-state  East 
North  Central  Region  of  which  Illinois  is  part  of  represents 
a  population  of  40,927,000  people  or  approximately  20 
percent  of  the  U.  S.  total  and  71  percent  of  the  North 
Central  Region  total.  The  East  North  Central  Region 
represents  approximately  18  percent  of  the  total  U.  S. 
Crime  Index  and  76  percent  of  the  total  North  Central 
Crime  Index.

Illinois  had  an  estimated  population  for  1972  of 
11,251,000  or  approximately  5  percent  of  the  U.  S.  total, 
20  percent  of  the  North  Central  Region  and  28  percent  of 
the  five-state  East  North  Central  Region.  Illinois  Index 
Crimes  consists  of  approximately  5  percent  of  the  U.  S. 
total,  20  percent  of  the  North  Central  Region  and  26 
percent  of  the  East  North  Central  Region. 


The  contiguous  states  consist  of;  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Missouri, 
Kentucky  and  Indiana  representing  a  population  group  of 
31,997,000  including  Illinois  or  15  percent  of  the  U.  S. 
total.  35  percent  of  the  population  resides  in  Illinois  and 
represents  40  percent  of  the  total  Crime  Index  of  the 
contiguous  states. 


Each  of  the  following  tables  (3  and  6)  present  the  Index 
Crimes  in  various  arrangements  to  encompass  a  broad  range 
of  interests  at  various  geographic  levels.  The  Crime  Rate 
calculation  was  discussed  in  the  Introduction  along  with  the 
Crime  Index.  The  tables  are  sufficiently  detailed  and 
foot-noted  and  should  be  self-explanatory.

Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  are  defined  by  the 
United  States  Office  of  Management  and  Budget.  SMSA 
includes  a  city  of  more  than  50,000  and  the  county  in 
which  the  city  is  located  plus  other  cities  which  exhibit 
strong  ties  with  the  city. 

There  are  nine  SMSA's  in  Illinois  which  are  illustrated  on 
the  map  in  Figure  2.  Two  of  the  SMSA's  include  counties 
and  cities  in  other  states;  viz.,  Iowa  and  Missouri.  Excluding 
counties  and  cities  in  Iowa  and  Missouri,  the  population 
represented  in  SMSA's  in  Illinois  was  approximately 
9,029,000  or  80  percent  of  the  11,251,000  estimated 
population  of  Illinois  in  1972.  The  amount  and  extent  of 
crime  in  Illinois  can  be  considered  concentrated  in  these 
areas  with  approximately  10  percent  of  the  total  crime 
reported  by  Sheriffs  Offices  and  the  other  10  percent  by 
other  small  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  State. 

The  Crime  Rate  was  about  2,484  per  100,000  inhabitants 
for  the  State  in  1972,  and  the  Crime  Index  was  279,456 
offenses.     The     SMSA's    accounted    for    261,789    Index 


offenses  or  about  90  percent  excluding  those  counties  and 
cities  in  SMSA's  outside  of  Illinois.  Similar  relations  can  be 
developed  using  Table  1  and  Table  7  for  each  Index  Crime. 


Table  8  is  an  alphabetical  listing  of  Police  Departments  and 
Index  Crimes  known  to  and  reported  by  them  for  1972. 
Those  cities  listed  that  do  not  have  1971  figures  are  cities 
that  did  not  report  to  the  FBI  in  1971,  but  did  report  in 
1972  to  the  State's  uniform  crime  reporting  program 
(l-UCR). 

Table  9  is  an  alphabetical  listing  of  Sheriffs  Offices  and 
Index  Crime  for  1972.  Data  for  1971  was  inconsistent  and 
sparsely  reported.  Therefore,  1971  data  was  not  used  for 
comparison  and  trend  purposes.  The  1973  report  will  show 
trends  for  Sheriffs  Offices. 

Table  10  represents  University  and  College  Police 
Departments'  report  of  Index  Crimes  for  1972. 
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The  following  tables  represent  1972  counts  of  Age,  Sex  and 
Race/Nationality  of  Persons  Arrested  and  Held  For 
Prosecution  or  Released  without  charge,  as  reported  by  law 
enforcement  agencies  to  the  State's  Uniform  Crime 
Reporting  Program. 

Table  11  is  the  State  Summary  of  Persons  Arrested  and 
Held  for  Prosecution  or  Released.  Table  12  represents  a 
comprehensive  breakdown  of  persons  arrested  by  State 
Statute.  If  a  race  of  nationality  doesn't  appear  with  an 
offense  classification  it  means  no  arrests  were  made  for  that 
offense  for  that  race  or  nationality  and  hence  is  omitted.  In 
addition,  Table  12  is  a  reproduction  of  a  computer  tab  to 
reduce  cost  of  retyping  and  nomenclature  is  abbreviated. 
Refer  to  Table  13  for  the  Offense  Classification  and  State 
Statute  relationship. 

Referring  to  Table  11,  the  total  arrests  for  1972  is  497,171 
for  all  offense  classifications  appearing  in  Table  13.  Adults 
represented  364,649  arrests  or  73  percent  and  juveniles 
represented  132,522  arrests  or  27  percent.  Male  adults 
represented  87  percent  of  the  Adult  arrests  and  juveniles 
represented  23  percent.  Male  juveniles  accounted  for  79 
percent  of  the  total  juvenile  arrests  and  females  21  percent. 
Females  represented  14  percent  of  the  total  arrests  and 
males  86  percent. 

The  Arrest  Rate  is  calculated  in  the  same  way  as  the  Crime 
Rate  using  the  following  formula:

That  is,  there  were  4,419  persons  arrested  per  100,000 
population  in  1972  for  all  offense  classifications  presented 
in  Figure  13.  Do  not  relate  this  number  to  the  Crime  Rate 
presented  in  this  publication  because  it  represents  Index 
Crimes  only.  However,  a  comparable  number  for  Crime 
Rate,  meaning  all  offenses  reported  in  1972  for  all  offenses 
indicated  in  Table  13,  would  be  6,740  offenses  per 
100,000.  The  Crime  Rate  for  Index  Offenses  for  Illinois  is 
presented  in  Table  1,  which  is  2,484  per  100,000. 

Table  12,  is  organized  in  the  order  in  which  the  offense 
codes  are  indicated  in  Table  13.  Offense  Codes  that  have 
sub-codes  are  summarized  in  the  line  marked  TOTAL.  The 
summary  codes  can  be  easily  identified  because  code 
numbers  end  in  "00".  For  example,  Homicide  total  is  0100 
which  includes  Murder-0110,  Attempted  Murder-0121 
through  0124,  Voluntary  Manslaughter-0130,  Involuntary 
Manslaughter  &  Reckless  Homicide  Non-Vehicle-0141,  and 
Involuntary  Manslaughter  &  Reckless  Homicide-Vehicle- 
0142.  Use  Table  13  as  your  guide  when  using  any  of  the 
arrest  counts  to  make  sure  you  have  the  correct  number  for 
the  sum  of  a  particular  category  or  sub-category. 

In  1973,  trends  in  arrest  data  will  be  presented  for  your 
convenience.
